CHAPTER 1 
AMENDMENT TO CONSTITUTION 


AN ACT proposing an amendment to Article V of the Constitution of 
the State of Delaware, relating to registration of voters. i 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of ‘Representatives 
of the State of Delaware in General Assembly met (two-thirds 
of all the members elected to each House agreeing thereto): . 


Section 1. That Article V of the Constitution of the. Amendment i 
State of Delaware be amended by striking out all of Section cle sof Con Con- 
Stitution 
4 of said Article, and by inserting in lieu thereof a new Sec- : 


tion 4, in the following language, viz. : 


“Section 4. The General Assembly shall enact uniform Uniform 
laws for the registration of voters in this State entitled to peer 
vote under this Article, which registration shall be conclusive 
evidence to the election officers of the right of every person 
so registered to vote at any General Election while his or her 
name shall remain on the list of registered voters, and who is 
not at the time disqualified under the provisions of Section 3 
of this Article; and no person shall vote at such General Elec- 
tion whose name does not at that time appear in said list of 
registered voters. 
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“There shail be at least two registration days in a period 
commencing not more than one hundred and twenty days, nor 
less than sixty days before, and ending not more than twenty 
days, nor less than ten days before, each General Election, on 
which registration days persons whose names are not on the 
list of registered voters established by law for such election, 
may apply for registration, and on which registration days 
applications may be made to strike from the said registration 
list names of persons on said list who are not eligible to vote 
at such election ; provided, however, that such registration may 
be corrected as hereinafter provided at any time prior to the 
day of holding the election. 


“From the decision of the registration officers granting or 
refusing registration, or striking or refusing to strike a name 
or names from the registration list, any person interested, or 
any registration officer, may appeal to the resident Associate 
Judge of the County, or in case of his disability or absence 
from the County, to any judge entitled to sit in the Supreme 
Court, whose determination shall be final; and he shall have 
power to order any name improperly omitted from the said 
registry to be placed thereon, and any name improperly appear- 
ing on the said registry to be stricken therefrom, and any 
name appearing on the said registry, in any manner incorrect, . 
to be corrected, and to make and enforce all necessary orders 
in the premises for the correction of the said registry. Regis- 
tration shall be a pre-requisite for voting only at general 
elections, at which Representatives to the General Assembly 
shall be chosen, unless the General Assembly shall otherwise 
provide by law. 


“The existing laws in reference to the registration of 
voters, so far as consistent with the provisions of this Article, 
shall continue in force until the General Assembly shall other- 
wise provide.”

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CHAPTER 2

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives 
of the State of Delaware in General Assembly met (two-thirds 
of all the mentbers elected to cach House agrecing thereto): 


Section 1. That Section 5 of Article 8 of the Constitution Section , 
of the State of Delaware be amended by striking out all of Amended 
said Section 5 of Article 8, and inserting in lieu thereof the 


following: 


Section 5. The General Assembly shall provide for levy- Capitation tax 
ing and collecting a capitation tax from every citizen of the throughout 
State of the age of Twenty-one years or upwards; but such 
tax to be collected in any County shall be uniform throughout 
that County, and such capitation tax shall be used exclusively 


in the County in which it is collected.”

“AN Act proposing an Amendment to Article 15 of the 
Constitution of the State of Delaware, and providing that 
no citizen of the State of Delaware shall be disqualified to 
hold and enjoy any office, or public trust, under the laws of 
this State, by reason of sex. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives 
of the State of Delaware in General Assembly met (two-thirds 
of all the members elected to each House concurring therein): 


Section 1. That Article 15 of the Constitution of the Article 4)

Now Therefore, be it enacted by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the State of Delaware in General Assem- 
bly met (two-thirds of all the mentbers elected to each House 
of the General Assembly agreeing thereto): 


Section 1. That the said proposed Amendment be and 
it is hereby agreed to and adopted and that the same shall 
forthwith become and be a part of the Constitution.

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives 
of the State of Delaware in General Assentbly met: 


Section 1. That Chapter 6 of the Revised Code of the asihs Gece

Laws of Delaware, be and the same is hereby amended by re- 
pealing 234A, Section 197A and inserting in lieu thereof a 


new section to be styled 234A, Section 197A, as follows: 


234A, Section 197A. All vehicles trailing after or pro- Motor Vehicle 
pelled by motor vehicles shall be considered motor vehicles, Registration of 
and shall be subject to all the provisions of this Chapter, pro- 
vided, however, that the Secretary of State shall furnish a 
special tag to be used upon such vehicles, which tag shall con- 
tain, in addition to what is now required by law, the letter 
“T,” and shall be affixed to the rear of the trailer, if drawn, ,,, 
and to the front of the trailer, if propelled; and provided fur- 
ther, that a double registration fee shall be charged for all 
trailers equipped with metal tires where the combined gross 
weight of any such trailer and the maximum load capacity 
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thereof shall exceed fifteen hundred pounds and provided 
Capac further, that no trailer of more than five tons capacity shall 


be registered or used on any public highway of this State.

Any such manufacturer or dealer may procure additional 
registration tags, upon making additional application in the 
same manner as the aforesaid application was made, and pay- 
ing an additional fee of Ten Dollars for each additional regis- 
tration and each additional pair of tags desired.

No person shall operate a motor ve- Rates of speed 
hicle upon any public street or highway of the State recklessly U¢¢co'" 
or at a rate of speed greater than is reasonable and proper, "ti" 
having regard to the width, traffic and use of the street or 
highway, the intersection of streets or highways and weather 
conditions, the weight of the vehicle and the condition of its 
brakes, or so as to have caused a collision with the person or 
property of another, or so as to endanger the life or limb of 
another. Any person who shiall violate any of the provisions penaity 
of this Section shall be fined not less than Twenty-five nor 
more than One Hundred Dollars, or be imprisoned not more 
than thirty days, or both, for the first offense, and for each 
subsequent offense shall be fined not less than One Hundred 
nor more than Two Hundred Dollars, or be imprisoned not 
more than one year, or both. 


If the rate of speed of a motor vehicle operated on any 
public street or highway within this State exceeds thirty-five 
miles an hour for a distance of one-quarter of a mile, or ifwien 
such rate of speed exceeds twenty-five miles an hour for one- 
quarter of a mile through the thickly settled portion of any 
town or City where the buildings average for such distance 
less than one hundred feet apart, such rate of speed shall be 
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deemed prima facia evidence that the person operating such 
motor vehicle is operating the same in violation of the provi- 
sions of this Section.

vehicles If the rate of speed of any commercial motor vehicle not 
equipped with pneumatic tires, exceeds the rate of twenty miles 
per hour on any street or highway, or eight miles per hour 
on any movable bridge, it shall be prima facia evidence of a 
violation of the provisions of this Section.

magnesium oxide which is capable of slaking with water. 


Bide aba Oxide of lime may be recognized in any of the following 
forms: 


a. Lump lime-synonyms: stone lime, rock lime—is 
oxide of lime in the form of lumps as it comes from the kiln. 


bh. Ground lime-synonyms: pulverized lime—is oxide of 
lime reduced to a mealy condition by mechanical means. 


c. Granular lime is oxide of lime, most of which is in 
a granular condition and contains only a relatively small 
proportion of dust. 


d. Run-of-kiln lime is oxide of lime as it comes from 
the kiln coarse and fine alike, and without sorting to remove 
core—imperfectly burned lime—or other impurities. 


e. Kiln slacks is refuse lime mixed with ashes and core 
or other impurities. 


Hydrated lime 3. Hydrated lime is the dry flocculent powder made by 
treating oxide of lime with enough water to satisfy its chemi- 
cal affinity under the conditions of its hydration. It consists 
essentially of calcium hydroxide or a mixture of calcium 
hydroxide and magnesium oxide and hydroxide. 


Spray lime 4. Spray lime is either oxide of lime or hydrated lime 
of high purity containing not over 8% of all impurities in- 
cluding carbondioxide when referred to the non-volatile basis 
and which when freely slaked with water will all pass a 
standard Number too screen. 


Air slacked 
lime 


5. Air slaked lime is the dry, finely divided product 
resulting when either oxide of lime or hydrated lime are 
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exposed to the action of the atmosphere for a long period of 
time, 


6. Other materials. 


Any material containing calcium and magnesium that 
can be shown to have a neutralizing value in its dry state 
equivalent to 25% of chemically pure calcium oxide. 


Some of the materials that may be recognized in this 
group are: 


a. Tanners lime which is the spent lime that has been 
used in curing hides. 


b. Gas house lime which is the spent lime that has been 
used as a purifier in the manufacture of illuminating gas. 


c. Acetylene waste lime which is the spent lime resulting 
from the generations of acetylene gas from calcium carbide. 


d. Certain artificial silicates of lime. 

e. Other forms of precipitated lime. 

In materials of this group the liming elements may be 
present in any one or a mixture of the chemical combinations 


of oxide, hydrate, carbonate or silicate of lime. 


Section 2. Any person, manufacturer, corporation, dealer, 


agent or importer that shall sell, offer or expose for sale any Jabcled 


liming material to be used in agriculture in this State shall

It shall be the further duty in such comparison of the 
alphabetical lists with the Registers to make such corrections 
on the alphabetical lists as will make the names and entries 
appearing on the alphabetical lists agree with the same names 
and entries as entered on the Registers. It shall also be the 
duty of the said Registration Officers, within three days after 
their last sitting to append to each of said alphabetical lists 
of “Registered Voters” contained in said ‘Books of Registered 
Voters” a certificate, verified by the oath or affirmation of 
said Registration Officers, or at least two of them, that the 
said “Book of Registered Voters” contains a complete list of 
the registered voters of said election district, as the same are 
entered in the “Books of Registered Voters” of such election 
district. 


The Levy Courts of the several counties shall pay the 
fees of administering said oaths or affirmations made by the 
registration officers of said counties.

Section 4. METHOD OF PROCEDURE :—The legislative body Method of 
of such municipality shall provide for the manner in which 
such regulations and restrictions and the boundaries of such 
districts shall be determined, established and enforced, and 
from time to time amended, supplemented or changed. How- 
ever, no such regulation, restriction or boundary shall become 
effective until after a public hearing in relation thereto, at 
which parties in interest and citizens shall have an oppor- 
tunity to be heard. At least fifteen days’ notice of the time notice 
and place of such hearing shall be published in an official 
paper or a paper of general circulation in such municipality. 


Section 5. CHANGES :—Such regulations, restrictions and Sse 
boundaries may from time to time be amended, supplemented, 
changed, modified or repealed. In case, however, of a Pro- protest 
test against such change signed by the owners of twenty per 
cent. or more, either of the area of the lots included in such 
proposed change, or of those immediately adjacent thereof 
extending one hundred feet therefrom, or of those directly 
opposite thereto, extending one hundred feet back from the 
street frontage of such opposite lots, such amendment shall 
not become effective except by the favorable vote of three- 
fourths of all the members of the legislative body of such 
municipality. The provisions of the previous Section relative 
to public hearings and official notice shall apply equally to 
all changes or amendments. 


Section 6. ZONING COMMISSION :—TIn order to avail itself a ea 
of the powers conferred by this Act, the Mayor or the Chief

If the city or town has no City Engineer or 
City Solicitor, then the Mayor or Chief Executive of such 
city or town shall appoint two members, each to be appointed 
for a term of three years and removable for cause by the ap- 
pointing authority, upon written charges and after public 
hearing, who with the presiding officer of the Zoning Com- 
mission shall constitute the Board of Adjustment for such 
city or town. Vacancies shall be filled for the unexpired term 
of any member whose term becomes vacant. 


The Board shall adopt rules in accordance with the pro- 
visions of any ordinance adopted pursuant to this Act. Meet- 
ings of the Board shall be held at the call of the chairman 
and at such other times as the Board may determine. Such 
chairman, or in his absence, the acting chairman, may ad- 
minister oaths and compel the attendance of witnesses. All 
meetings of the Board shall be open to the public. The Board 
shah keep minutes of its proceedings, showing the vote of 
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each member upon each question, or if absent or failing to mete ore 
vote, indicating such fact, and shall keep records of its ex- ceedings 
aminations and other official actions, all of which shall be im- 
mediately filed in the office of the Board and shall be a public 
record. 


Appeals to ‘he Board of Adjustment may be taken by ?Pe!s 


any person aggrieved or by any officer, department, board or 
bureau of the municipality affected by any decision of the ad- | 
ministrative officer. Such appeal shall be taken within a rea- 
sonable time as provided by the rules of the Board by filing 
with the officer from whom the appeal is taken and with the 
Board of Adjustment a notice of appeal specifying the grounds 
thereof. The officer from whom the appeal is taken shall 
forthwith transmit to the Board all the papers constituting 
the record upon which the action appealed from was taken. 


An appeal stays all proceedings in furtherance of the 
action appealed from, unless the officer from whom the ap- 
peal is taken certifies to the Board of Adjustment after the 
notice of appeal shall have been filed with him that by reason 
of facts stated in the certificate a stay would in his opinion 
cause imminent peril to life or property. In such case pro- 
ceedings shall not be stayed otherwise than by a restraining 
order which may be granted by the Board of Adjustment or 
by a court of record on application on notice to the officer 
from whom the appeal is taken and on due cause shown. 

The Board of Adjustment shall fix a reasonable time Beard to fx 
for the hearing of the appeal, give public notice thereof, as fie, for hear 
well as due notice to the parties in interest, and decide the 
same within a reasonable time. Upon the hearing any party 
may appear in person or by agent or by attorney. 


The Board of Adjustment shall have the following pow- Powers 
ers: 


(1) To hear and decide appeals where it is alleged | 
there is error in any order, requirement, decision or deter 
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mination made by an administrative official in the enforce- 
ment of this Act or of any ordinance adopted pursuant thereto. 


(2) To hear and decide special exceptions to the terms 
of the ordinance upon which such Board is required to pass 
under such ordinance. 


(3) To authorize upon appeal in specific cases such 
variance from the terms of the ordinance as will not be con- 
trary to the public interest, where owing to special conditions 
a literal enforcement of the provisions of the ordinance will 
result in unnecessary hardship, and so that the spirit of the 
ordinance shall be observed and substantial justice done. 


In exercising the above mentioned powers such Board 
may, in conformity with the provisions of this Act, reverse 
or affirm, wholly or partly, or may modify the order, require- 
ment, decision or determination appealed from and may make 
such order, requirement, decision or determination as ought to 
be made, and to that end shall have all the powers of the offi- 
cer from whom the appeal is taken. 


Any person or persons, jointly or severally aggrieved by 
any decision of the Board of Adjustment, or any taxpayer, 
or any officer, department, board or bureau of the municipality, 
may present to a court of record a petition, duly verified, set- 
ting forth that such decision is illegal, in whole or in part, 
specifying the grounds of the illegality. 


Such petition shall be presented to the court within thirty 
days after the filing of the decision in the office of the Board, 


Upon the presentation of such petition, the court may 
allow a writ of certiorari directed to the Board of Adjustment 
to review such decision of the Board of Adjustment and shall 
prescribe therein the time within which a return thereto must 
be made and served upon the relator’s attorney, which shall 
not be less than ten days and may be extended by the court. 
The allowance of the writ shall not stay proceedings upon 
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the decision appealed from, but the court may, on application, 
on notice to the Board and on due cause shown, grant a re- 
straining order. 


The Board of Adjustment shall not be required to return 
the original papers acted upon by it, but it shall be sufficient 
to return certified or sworn copies thereof or of such por- 
tions thereof as may be called for by such writ. The return 
shall concisely set forth such other facts as may be pertinent 
and material to show the grounds of the decision appealed 
from and shall be verified. 


If, upon the hearing, it shall appear to the court that 
testimony is necessary for the proper disposition of the mat- 
ter, it may take evidence or appoint a referee to take such 
evidence as it may direct and report the same to the court with 
his findings of fact and conclusions of law, which shall con- 
stitute a part of the proceedings upon which the determination 
of the court shall be made. The court may reverse or affirm, 
wholly or partly, or may modify the decision brought up for 
review. 


Costs shall not be allowed against the Board, unless it 
shall appear to the court that it acted with gross negligence 
or in bad faith or with malice in making the decision. appealed 
froin. 


All issues in any proceeding under this Section shall have 
preference over all other civil actions and proceedings. 


Section 8, REMEDIES:—In case any building or struc- Remedies

and fifty feet more or less to the intersection of said road 
and the Southerly side of said road known as Bellefonte Ave- 
nue (laid out at twenty-five feet wide); thence in a South- 
easterly direction along said Southerly side of said Bellefonte 
Avenue a distance of six hundred and sixty feet more or less 
to the Easterly boundary line of the land of John and William 
Craven; thence along the same in a Southwesterly direction

“Section 5. That at the first election after the passage flestion to be

to vote; and at all subsequent elections, every citizen of said 

town who shall have obtained the age of twenty-one years and

shall have the right to vote. The alderman and the two com-Jidses of 
missioners selected by said alderman shall be judges of the 
election, and shall decide on the legality of the votes offered. 
Immediately after the election is.closed, the votes shall be read 

and counted by the alderman and his two assistants, and the 

persons having the highest number of votes shall be declared 

duly elected, and shall continue in office until their successors 

are duly elected and qualified. In case of a tie of persons voted T* vee 
for, the result of said election shall be determined by the alder- 

man whose decision shall be final. Immediately after said elec- 

tion, the persons under whose superintendence the election is 
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held shall enter in a book, to be provided for that purpose, a 
minute of such election, containing the names of the persons 
chosen Alderman, Assessor, Treasurer and Conimissioners and 
shall subscribe the same, and shall give to the Alderman, As- 
sessor, Treasurer and Commissioners election certificates of 
their election. ‘The book containing such minutes shall be pre- 
served by the said Commissioners and shall be evidence in all 
Courts of Law and equity of this State.

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AN ACT to Amend Chapter 142, Volume 29, Laws of Delaware, en- 
titled “An Act amending, revising and consolidating the Charter of 
the City of New Castle,” in relation to the Election of the Council 
of the City. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives 
of the State of Delaware in General Assembly met (with the 
concurrence of two-thirds of all the members elected to each 
House of the General Assembly) : 


Sess, 3 4 and Section 1, That Chapter 142, Volume 29 Laws of Dela- 
Vol.” 29, ware, being: “An Act amending, revising and consolidating 


the charter of the City of New Castle” be amended by striking 
out all of sections 3, 4 and 5, of said Act, and inserting in 
lieu thereof new sections 3, 4 and 5 as follows: 


Officers of Section 3. The officers of the said corporation shall con- © 
City of ‘ . - 

New Castle sist of a Mayor, a Council to be composed of one member from 
each ward or district of the City and a President of Council 
who shall be ex-officio a member and presiding officer of the 
Council, a Treasurer and a City Clerk. No person shall be 
eligible to any of the above offices who is not a citizen of the 
State and a resident of the City. The Mayor and the President 
and members of Council must have resided in the City for 
two years next before their election and at the time of their 
election be qualified voters of the City, and members of Coun- 
cil must he residents of the ward or district which they rep- 
resent. The Council by. ordinance may provide for such other 


officers as may be deemed necessary. 


Qualifications 


Election of Section 4. The Mayor the President of Council, the 
members of Council, the Treasurer, the City Clerk and an 
Inspector of Election in each ward or district, shall be elected 
bi-annually by ballot on the second Tuesday of April in each 
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year after the general Election and shall continue in office Te™ 
for a term of two years or until their successors are legally 
qualified. 


Section 5. For the purpose of holding such election, Divided into 
the City of New Castle be divided into four wards or districts, 
corresponding within the City to the present election districts 
as now laid out under the general election laws. The Inspec- Inspectors 
tor elected in each district at the preceding election shall hold 
the election such district. In the case of his death, removal from 
the district, inability to serve or absence on the day of election, 
the Mayor shall appoint an Inspector to hold the election. 

Two assistant inspectors shall be appointed in each district, one 

each by the City Executive Committees of the two leading 
political parties; and upon failure to so appoint, the inspectors 
respectively shall appoint said assistant inspectors, one of 
whom shall be of the opposite political party from the said 
inspector, each assistant inspector shall appoint a clerk. . 3.0 o¢ 
Notice of the time and places of holding such elections shall election 
be given by advertisement made and signed by the Mayor 

and posted in at least three of the most public places in each 

of the said districts at least a week before the day of said 
election. The election officers in each district shall open the 
polls on the day of election between the hours of twelve and 

one c’clock in the afternoon and close the same at seven o’clock 

in the afternoon, In case it is impossible to hold the election 

at the voting place designated by the advertisement, the 
inspectors shall procure some other suitable and convenient 
place in the district. 


The election officers before entering upon their duties 9th of officers 
shall swear and subscribe to the following oath before the 
Mayor of the city or a Justice of the Peace, or in their absence. 
to be administered by the inspector: and I do solemnly swear 
(or affirm) that I will this day in conducting the, City election 
of New Castle, determine and act in every particular with 
impartiality and faithfulness, and that I will cause to the best 
of my ability a true return of the election to be made so help 
me God (or so I affirm).” There shall be voted for in each Offcials to be

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ward or district, a Mayor, a President of Council, a Treasurer, 
a City Clerk,—who shall be residents of the City and qualified 
voters therein, and one member of Council and an inspector of 
election, who shall be residents of the ward or district and 
qualified voters therein, at every such election every citizen 
of the age of twenty-one years and upward having resided in 
the City of New Castle one year next before the election, and 
none others, shall be entitled to vote; provided however that 
no person shall vote whose name does not appear upon the 
last list of registered voters of the City of New Castle as 
hereinafter provided. The Clerk of the Peace of New Castle 
Duties of _ County shall furnish to the registration officers for the several 
Peace districts of New Castle Hundred in the year of any general 
Election, when he furnishes the registration books as now 
provided by law, two separate and similar books in which the 
Sriairak said registration officers shall register all persons who reside 
Registration in the City of New Castle. One of these registration books 
for the City of New Castle shall be returned by the registration 
officers of New Castle Hundred to the Clerk of the Peace of 
New Castle County as the other registration books are return- 
able, and the other registration book shall be returned to the 
Council of the City of New Castle within thirty days after 
the last day of registration.

The Council of the City of New Castle shall sit as a board 
Registration, of Registration on the third and fourth Tuesday and Wednes- 
day evenings of March of each year in which a city election is 

to be held, between the hours of seven and nine o’clock, for the 

purpose of adding to the said list of registered voters any un- 

registered persons who shall apply and who shall have, since 

such general registrations, acquired a residence necessary to 

qualify them as voters at the city election, and to transfer 

those registered voters who have moved from one district to 

another, and the Clerk of Council shall place the names of 

voters so registered or transferred by the Council on the books 

of registered voters for the several districts.

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tration books so turned over to the Council of New Castle, Books, to be 
with the additions and transfers rnade by the Council as above inspectors 
provided for, shall in every year of election under this Act 
be turned over by the Clerk of Council on the day of such 
election to the several inspectors who have been duly elected 
or appointed to hold such election in the several districts. 


When the election shall be closed, the inspector and his Battot boxes, 
assistants shall at once openly and publicly open the box od ee 
containing the ballots and proceed publicly and openly to read 
and count the ballots in the presence of each other and in the 
presence of such electors as shall think proper to be present, 
and the reading and counting of such votes shall be continued 
without interruption or adjournment until completed, when 
the result shall be publicly announced by the inspector. The 
election officers in each district shall forthwith prepare certifi- ht a 
cates under their hands setting forth the persons voted for 
and the number of votes cast for each. Such certificates shall 
be in triplicates; one copy to be retained by the inspector, one 
copy to be delivered to the Clerk of Council, and the other copy 
to be delivered to the Mayor of the City. All ballots after 
being counted shall be placed in the ballot box and sealed by 
the election officers and delivered to the Mayor, who shall 
place the name* in a good and safe place to be kept for six 
months. In case of a tie vote in any district for the office of Tie vote 
member of Council or inspector, the inspector holding the 
election shall cast the deciding vote. 


At such election the person receiving a plurality of votes Those, deemed 
cast throughout the said City for Mayor, President of Council, 
Treasurer, and City Clerk, respectively, shall be deemed and 
declared elected and the ward or district receiving highest 
number of votes cast in such district for members of council, 
and the person in each ward or district receiving the highest 
number of votes in such district for inspector of Election shall 
be deemed and declared elected. At eight o’clock in the evening 
on the day following any election held under the provisions of 
this Act, the several inspectors shall meet at the Mayors office canvass of 
and canvass the returns from the several districts.

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ascertaining which candidates have received the greatest num- 
ber of votes and have been elected to the various offices, they 
shall make out three certificates of election for each office, 
furnish one to the candidate elected, one to the clerk of the 
Council, and one to the Mayor of the City. In case two or 
more persons receive the same number of votes for the office of 
Mayor, President of Council, Treasurer, or City Clerk, they 
shall proceed to select one of said Candidates for such office 
Return of by a vote of said inspectors. After each election the inspectors 
shall return to the clerk of Council the books of registered 
Contest votes furnished them. In case of contest being made against 
seating any person in any office mentioned in this Act, the 
Council shall decide such contest by a majority vote of all 
the members of the Council. The pay for inspectors for 
holding the election shall be five dollars, for assistant inspector 
three dollars, and for clerks two dollars, to be paid by the 
Council. Not more than five dollars shall be paid*as rental 
for any one place to hold said election, such rental to be paid 
by the Council.

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AN ACT to authorize the City of New Castle to retire police officers 
of said City on Pension after twenty-five years of service on the 
Police Force of said City. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives 
of the State of Delaware in General Assembly met (two-thirds 
of all the members clected to each House concurring therein) : 

Section 1. Whenever a police officer of the City of New Patice officials 
Castle shall have served in that capacity in the said city for wt" 
twenty-five years or more, and shall have attained the age 
of sixty-five years, it shall be lawful for the City Council of 
the said city to retire such officer and to place him upon the 
pension roll of the said city. 


Section 2. The said City Council may by ordinance make Ordinance, fix: 
provision as to the conditions and requirements to be met requirements | 
subject to the provisions of this Act, in order to entitle any monthly pay- 
police officer to be placed on the pension roll of said city and 


to fix the amount that shall be paid monthly to any person so 
pensioned.

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AN ACT to Re-Incorporate the Town of Middletown. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives 
of the State of Delaware in General Assembly met, two-thirds 
of all the members elected to cach branch of the Legislature 
concurring therein. 


Section 1. That the town of Middletown, in New Castle 
County, as the same is now bounded by Chapter One Hundred 
and Sixty-five, Volume Twenty-three of the Laws of 
Delaware: 


That is to say, that Main Street and Broad Street shall 
extend one-half mile in each direction from the intersection 
of the centres of the said Main and Broad Streets in said 
Town: That the outside boundary lines of said Town shall 
be as follows, to wit: Beginning at a stone on the West side 
of North Broad Street, being the Northern limit of said Town 
as above stated: Thence with a straight line in a southeasterly 
direction to a stone on the northerly side of east Main Street 
in said Town, which is now the eastern extremity of the 
corporate limits thereof: Thence with a straight line in a south- 
westerly direction to a stone on the west side of South Broad 
Street, which is now the southern extremity of the corporate 
limits thereof: Thence with a straight line in a northwesterly 
direction to the stone on the north side of West Main Street 
in said Town, which is now the western extremity of the 
corporate limits thereof : Thence with a straight line in a north- 
easterly direction to the place of beginning; shall be governed 
and its affairs managed and conducted by a Mayor and four 
Councilmen, who shall have power to annex any contiguous 
territory upon the petition of two-thirds of the freeholders of 
such contiguous territory, and to extend and apply thereto all 
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laws, ordinances, resolutions, rules and regulations in force 
within said Town, so far as the same may be legally applicable.

Section XI. The Council of said town shall have power 
and authority to make, establish and publish such ordinances 
as they may deem beneficial for the good government of the 
said town at any regular monthly meeting.

ordained and enacted. They shall have and are hereby 
vested with power and authority to prescribe the fines or 
penalties for violation of any of the provisions of this Act, 
or of the ordinances which they may enact in pursuance hereof, 
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and which are not specially provided for in this Act. All 

such fines and penalties which may be imposed, either by this 

Act or the ordinances enacted as aforesaid, may be collected “lection

by the treasurer of said town, in the name of the town of 
Clayton, before the alderman of the said town or before any 
Justice of the Peace residing in said town, in the same manner 
as debts of like amount are recoverable by law.

Section XIV. That in all cases where any fines, penalties, Sines eg and

may, by ordinance or ordinances, impose fines and penalties 
upon the persons violating the provisions of this section, and 
may provide for the collection of such fines and penalties 
so imposed.

If the Council of said 
town, or a majority of them, either of themselves, or upon 
such information, or upon view, shall determine that an 
obstruction or nuisance exists and ought to be removed, they 
shall give notice, in writing, signed by the President of said 
Council, or the acting President of said Council, if the Presi- 
dent of said council be absent from the town or otherwise be 
incapacitated from acting, to the person causing the obstruc- 
tion or nuisance, or who is responsible for its existence or con- 
tinuance, to remove or abate the same, and if such person shall 
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refuse or neglect for the space of two days after such notice 
to remove or abate such obstruction or nuisance, the council 
of said town shall have power and authority to cause such 
obstruction or nuisance to be removed or abated; and for this 
purpose the council of said town may issue a warrant in the 
name of the State of Delaware under the hand of the Presi- 
dent of the Council, or the acting President, and the seal of 
the said Corporation, and directed to any constable of the 
Town of Clayton, commanding him forthwith to remove or 
abate such obstruction or nuisance; whereupon the constable

The Town Council are hereby authorized 
and empowered to levy and collect from the taxables of said 
town according to the terms and provisions of this Act such 
sums as may be deemed by them necessary to carry out the 
provisions of this Act, clear of all delinquencies and expenses 
of collection. Provided, nevertheless, that the citizens of the 
town may assemble in town meeting at any time during the 
year to determine whether any additional sum or sums shall 
be levied and collected for any specific purpose or purposes; 
notice of which meeting, the place of meeting and the special 
purpose or purposes for which said additional sum or sums 
are desired having been published by the Town Council in 
five public places in the town for at least ten days immediately 
prior to the time of said meeting. At said meeting a resolu- 
tion or resolutions shall be prepared stating explicitly the 
additional sum or sums needed or desired, and the specihc 
purpose or purposes to which the said sum or sums shall be 
applied. The qualified voters of the town shall then proceed 
to vote yea or nay, by ballot, upon said resolution or resolu- 
tions, and the result shall be certified to the town council; 
and if a majority of those voting shall approve of said resolu- 
tion or resolutions then the town council shall levy and collect 
said additional sum or sums and apply the same for the pur- 
pose or purposes specified; and if more has been levied and 
collected than was necessary for the purpose or purposes 
named or specified, the residue shall be carried into the treasury 
of the town for general purposes. 


Section XXV. It shall be the duty of the assessor of said 
town, annually, to make a true, just and impartial valuation 
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and assessment of all the real estate within said town, and

Delaware. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives 
of the State of Delaware in General Assembly met (two-thirds 
of cach Branch of the Legislature concurring): 


Section 1. That the inhabitants of the village of North 
Laurel are hereby constituted a municipal corporation and 
body politic. The name and style of said corporation shall 
be “The Commissioners of North Laurel,” by which name 
the said corporation may sue and be sued, plead and be im- 
pleaded, complain, answer and defend in all courts of this 
State, and the said Corporation shall have and use a common 
seal of its own devising with power to alter and renew the 
same. 


Section 2. The boundaries of said corporation herein- 
after designated as the Town of North Laurel, shall be as 
follows; viz. : 


Beginning at the East Side of Poplar Street and the

The collector of taxes before entering upon the duties of his 
office, shall give bond to “The Town of Milton,” with suffi- 
cient surety to be approved by the council of said town, in 
the penal sum of twice the amount likely to come into his 
hands, conditioned for the faithful performance of the duties 
of his office and the payment to the treasurer of said town, 
of all moneys collected by him belonging to said town, and 
for the settlement of his accounts with the council and treas- 
urer of said town, in the month of February next following 
his election as collector of taxes, and at such other times as 
the council of said town may require, to which said bond and 
condition there shall be annexed a warrant of attorney for 
the confession of judgment for said penalty. The collector 
of taxes shall receive a reasonable compensation for his serv- 
ices to he determined by the council of said town. The coun- 
cil shall have power to make just allowances for delinquencies 
in the collection of taxes. 


The Town Council shall have complete juris- 
diction over the water system of the said town, they shall, 
annually, during the month of March appoint a competent 
Water Commissioner, fix his salary and prescribe his duties,
